using the same knife and fork for the 
various courses, and helping oneself to 
vegetables, ete., by sticking one’s fork 
into the dish and extracting what is re 
qh uired an d many other little points 
similar in kind. 

One comnien practice should be men 
tioned. The men, and sometimes the 
ladies, carry about a little poc ket-comb, 
which is used in the most tert erned 
Way any where, in a train, at a railway 
station, or on entering a room, Without 
any apology.
